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PREFACE. 


OMPARATIVELY little use has hitherto been made of the MSS 
of the Peshitta of the O. T., and in particular of the MSS of 
the Psalms. 


Gabriel Sionita composed an Apparatus Criticus from three MSS 
for his edition of the Psalter issued in 1625, but he does not specify 
his MSS, and his various readings are usually given in Latin, not 
in Syriac. Herbert Thorndyke’s Apparatus given in vol. vi of the 
London Polyglot (1657) is a much better piece of work, but it is 
based on two MSS, both of late date. J. Dathe reprinted the text 
of Erpenius in 1768 and added variants from the London Polyglot 
at the foot of the page. F. Baethgen made a collation of the codex 
Ambrosianus with three more recent MSS, two Malkite, one Jacobite, 
in his Untersuchungen, Kiel, 1878. Bishop Joseph David prefixed 
a comparison of the Jacobite with the Chaldean text to his edition 
of the Psalter, Mosul, 1877. 


I have made use of the work of my five predecessors with 
admiration and gratitude, but as it did not touch the store of 
MSS contained in the British Museum, room was left for yet 
another Apparatus Criticus to the Psalms. This I have endeavoured 
to supply. I have spent a considerable part of my best working. 
time during the past seven years on the task, and I have striven by 
verification to attain a high standard of accuracy, since without it 
this work must prove valueless. 


Professors Bevan and Kennett have done me the very great 
service of reading the whole of my text in proof sheets. Mr Burkitt 
and Mr M°Lean have helped me greatly in other ways. Dr Ceriani 
facilitated with his usual kindness my few days’ work at Milan. 
The authorities of the Laurentian Library at Florence most courteously 
procured for me photographs of the pages of codex F which contain the 
Psalms. The authorities of the British Museum have allowed me the 
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freest use of their Syriac MSS. To the Cambridge University Library 
I am under a great obligation. 

For the circumstance that this book sees the light of day at 
all I am indebted (deeply indebted) to the generosity of the Syndics 
of the Cambridge University Press. To the Managers of the Hort 
Fund I owe many thanks for the ready kindness with which they 
undertook the cost of the photographs of codex F. My work was 
much helped by Dr L. Techen’s Syriac-Hebrew Glossary to the Psalter 
published in the Zeztschrift f. d. alttestamentliche Wissenschaft for 1897. 

Pages 1—40, 57-64, 73—-80 were reprinted at the last moment, 
and contain the latest additions which I was able to make to 
the book. I owe a deep debt to the vigilance and accuracy of the 
staff of the University Press.

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§1. MSS OF THE PSALMS IN THE PESHITTA VERSION. 


The Ambrosian MS (“A”). 


The Codex Ambrosianus has been published in facsimile by 
Dr Ceriani (Milan, 1876-83), and the readings cited in this book are 
taken with only one or two exceptions from that work. The editor 
gives the following description of the MS :— 

“Codex Ambrosianus B. 21. inf. sec. fere v1, membranaceus, fol. 
330, altus ex mensura metrica 0,36, latus 0,26, continet V.T. 
translationis Syrae Pescitto hoc ordine: Pentateuchum, Job, Josue, 
Judices, Samuel, Psalmi, Reges, Proverbia, Sapientia, Lcclesiastes, 
Canticum Canticorum, Isaias, Jeremias, Threni, Epistola Jeremiae, 
Epistola 1 et 1 Baruch, Ezechiel, &11 Prophetae minores, Daniel

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Paralipomena, Apocalypsis Baruch, 1 Esdrae (1v. apud Latinos), Esdras 
et Nehemias, Machabaeorum libri v, sed postremus est reapse liber VI. 
de Bello Judaico Flavii Josephi.”- The hand is a good and regular 
Kstrangela. . 

Where this MS was written is unknown; “ex defectu subscriptio- 
num primae manus origo codicis latet,” writes Dr Ceriani. Two notes 
on fol. 3307; however assert that the MS was given Monasterio Deiparae 
in deserto Scetensi, by Abu Ali Zakariyaé, who in the year 1006-7 A.D. 
gave books to the same Monastery (W. Wright, Catalogue of Syriac 
MSS in the B.M., page 266). Dr Ceriani further shews that the MS 
came into the possession of the Ambrosian Library about the beginning 
of the Seventeenth Century. | 

The Ambrosian Codex is in an excellent state of preservation. It 
is seldom that the reading of a passage is doubtful, and erasures 
are few. The most important of these in the Psalms is found u. 12, 
where it is probable on ground of space that the original reading 
was Wt> anxi. ‘The codex, as Dr Ceriani points out, has not been 
prepared for ecclesiastical use. 

The text of A may be described in general as a good specimen of 
the West Syrian or (more specifically) of the Jacobite type. Where 
there is a cleavage between Jacobite and Nestorian authorities, A 
agrees only very rarely with the Nestorian. Judged by their character- 
istic readings and by the headings prefixed to separate Psalms ADEF 
stand in an important sub-class by themselves. More particularly the 
kinship of A may be shewn as follows.

Cambridge University Inbrary Oo. 1. 1, 2 (“B”). 


A description of this MS is given by Mr Stanley A. Cook 
in vol. ii, pages 1037-1044, of the late Dr W. Wright’s Catalogue 
of the Syriac Manuscripts preserved in the Library of the Un- 
versity of Cambridge (Camb., 1901); cf. W. E. Barnes, The Peshitta 
Text of Chronicles (Camb., 1897), and for a facsimile see the late 
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Professor Bensly’s Fourth Book of Maccabees in Syriac (Camb., 
1895). It consists of two volumes, vellum, 17+in. by 11 with 323 
leaves. It contains the Old Testament (with Apocrypha), the 
New Testament (minus the Revelation), and the six books of 
Clement. The most probable date of the writing of the MS is 
towards the end of the Twelfth Century (Peshitta Text of Chronicles, 
page xxvii). The Psalms are contained in vol. i., foll. 88b—98b. The 
text of the Psalter is in some places very badly preserved, as for 
instance in Pss. i, vill, xxii. etc. Ps, xviii. is deliberately omitted, 
for the scribe after giving the first line remarks in words now partly 
illegible, dur sazma--pih mana As\ asha--tm im, “This 


Psalm is written above; turn two..., and thou shalt find it.” The com- 
plexion of the text is Jacobite of the later type. Its peculiar readings 
have as arule little to recommend them; cf. xliii. 5 ; lx. 10; xeviil. 9 
(all cases of assimilation to parallel passages) ; lxix. 28 (a bold emenda- 
tion); Ixxxvi. 8 and exil. 10 (both cases in which B supports GL 
against all the better MSS); and finally xlvi. 5; [li. 16]; Ixii. 9 
(cases of borrowing from the Greek). 


British Museum Add. 17110, foll. 1—72 («C”). 
(Wright’s Catalogue of Syriac MSS, Part L, pages 116—119.) 


This MS (a.Psalter) is assigned by Wright (with the exception 
of foll. 47, 61) to a date “not later than the year 911, A.D. 600,” 
at which date it was collated according to a note on fol. 2a, by two 
monks, Samuel and Matthew, under banishment from the Convent 
of the Orientals at Edessa. Pss. xcv., xcvi., xcvii. 1—11 (as far as 
rtmai) and Ps. cxix. 88—136 are missing from the original MS, 
but are supplied by a hand of the 1xth or xth Century. 

This MS has suffered much more than -A through the accidents 
of time. There are a good many erasures, and several pages have 
been badly rubbed and (in places) re-inked. But on the whole C 
seems to me the most valuable authority which we possess for the 
Peshitta text of the Psalms. It is the only MS (as far as I can

“This manuscript is written in a good, clear Estrangela, dated 
[ Edessa, ] A.H. 260, A.D, 873-74.” The text of the Psalms is complete, 
but there are corrections by addition and erasure ; occasionally the 
correcting hand seems to be very late indeed (Nineteenth Century ?). 

As regards the text E has one striking case of agreement with 
A (see p. xii) and two or three with D (see above), but the most 
noteworthy feature in E is its agreement with Nestorian authorities ; 
ef. xxxix. 8; xvill. 39 and xlvil. 4 (hash for dish); li. 7 (ter); 
[Ixitt, 9:2]; civ. 10% cxxim 4s licxliv..8|;ecxlvi. 5; andiseerthe list 
on p. xxxvu ff. 

The margin of this MS is not less interesting than the text. For 
the first thirty-eight Psalms a collation of the Syriac Version of the 
LXX is given with some fulness. Moreover in some places EH seems 
to have admitted readings of the Yawnaya into the text; cf. xl. 7;

The Florentine MS Laurent. Orient. 58 (“F”). 


(‘‘ Palatino-Mediceus 1.” Assemani.) 


I have already described this MS on page xxix of the Introduction 
to The Peshitta Text of Chronicles (Cambridge, 1897). It is written 
on parchment in a small, cursive hand, probably of the 1xth Century, 
a hand which is perhaps the earliest specimen of its kind. The original 
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MS is defective at the beginning and at the end. It contains about 
half the Pentateuch (beginning with Lev. xv. 13), the Historical Books 
to Chronicles inclusive, the Psalms and the Major Prophets (except 
Daniel), and almost the whole of Hosea. A later hand has supplied 
some (not all) of the missing parts on paper. 

The Psalms, save for some small lacunae, are complete. My colla- 
tions however are not taken from the MS itself* but from some 
excellent photographs which I obtained at the cost of the Hort Fund 
and through the great courtesy of the authorities of the Laurentian 
Library. . In text this MS differs not seldom from all other known 
authorities. The exact coincidences with the Hebrew in places in 
which the rest of the MSS of the Peshitta diverge from the original are 
especially striking. The following passages deserve notice :—

The relation of F to Nestorian authorities raises some important 
questions. This MS gives the Jacobite spelling, but its coincidences 
with the Nestorian text are numerous and striking; see the list 
of Nestorian readings on page xxxviiff. In some cases however F has 
a double coincidence, 7.e. with the Massoretic Hebrew on one side 
and with Nestorian authorities on the other; and it is possible that 
in such cases the reading of F is due to an assimilation which was

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intentional as regards the Hebrew, but accidental as regards the 
Nestorian text; cf. xxxix.

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The text is defective; the missing portions being Ps.wivs 6b—x ase 
Xvill. 20—-39 ; xxiv. 9—xxix. 7. Moreover the text of Ps. Ixxviii. 22b 
—lxxx. 5a exists only in a late supply (“L?”). The hand of L*? 
does not appear to be Nestorian!, and though the Nestorian reading 
appears in Ps. lxxviii. 71, a non-Nestorian reading is given in Ps. Ixxix. 
5. Moreover in Ps. Ixviii. 19 (cf. xliv. 23) the Jacobite reading now 
stands over an erasure of (presumably) the Nestorian. It is probable 
that at some period of its history L got into Jacobite hands. | 


British Museum Add. 14677 (“N”). 
(Wright, Part 1, pages 131, 132.) 


“Paper, about 5 in. by 32, consisting of 147 leaves, most of which 
are more or less stained and torn.... Written in a neat, small, Nestorian 
hand of about the xuith century.” It contains the Psalter, certain 
Canticles, and other liturgical matter. The text is more fully preserved 
than that of K or L, for no complete folio is missing; on the other 
hand the number of words missing through the mutilation of single 
folios is very considerable. Though N is certainly Nestorian, there 
are a few places in which the Jacobite reading seems to have influenced 
the text or even to have supplanted the Nestorian; cf Ps. xxxv. 20; 
xxxix. 7; lil. 7; lxil. 9 (see Additional Readings, p. liv); lxix. 36; 
[cix. 12]. In vil. 15 for eax sha N seems to read whaxtwa, 
a unique reading as far as I am aware. In xlvi. 2 N (in agreement 
with F) has the strange reading duane. 


British Museum Add. 14674, foll. 1—78 ("0"), 
(Wright, Part 1, pages 127, 128.) 


“Paper. ...The writing is a good, regular, Nestorian Estrangela, 
of about the xith century, with numerous Syriac vowels and other 
marks.” It contains the Psalter with the exception of Ps. i. 1—xvii. 
6a; lxxii. lb—27; Ixxxi. 2—ex1. 2; cxix. 73—161; exxvi. 6—cxxxvi. 
1; cxli. 7 ad fin.

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British Museum Add. 14674, foll. 79—126 (“ P”). 
(Wright, Part 1, page 128.) 


“ Paper.... Written in a good Malkite hand of the xuth century.” 
It is a fragment of a Psalter, the missing portions being Ps. 1. 1—v. 10; 
XXXvi. 5—xxxviil. 3; xl:17 ad fin. The Psalms are divided into 
cabiopata and eusax according to the custom of the Greek Church. 


British Museum Add. 17125, foll. 1—72b (“Q”). 
(Wright, Part 1, pages 123, 124.) 


“Vellum...It seems to be of the rxth or xth century.” The hand 
might be called “mixed”; some letters are of an Hstrangela type 
(5, X, &), but not Alaph, Dalath, He, or Taw. Mim is closed. This 
MS contains the Psalter with two gaps, Ps. 1. 1—xil. 4a; xvi. 14— 
xvi. 30. ‘The Psalms are arranged for choral service, the portions 
to be chanted by the two divisions of the choir or congregation being 
marked by the red letters w and .> respectively.” Whole pages have 
faded so as to be difficult to read. A subscription states that the 
Praises (rWasatrh) of David are finished. Then follow Ps. cli from 
the Septuagint and a fresh subscription stating that the book of the 
Psalms (tazy=03) is finished. The text approaches nearly to that of 
the best early Jacobite MSS; ef. Ps. xvii. 7 (palaces) ; TEX Med ME LO 
ligt ote xi LO suixxxie oc axcvill: 93 °cv.31, 34. 


British Museum Add. 14436, foll. 77b—129 (“BR”). 
(Wright, Part 1, pages 126, 127.) 


“Vellum...consisting of 53 leaves, many of which are much stained 
and torn.... The leaves of each quire are numbered with Coptic arith- 
metical figures....Written in a hand (not Estrangela) of the xth 
century.” It contains the Psalms with some important gaps; Ps. il. 6 
xxxvil. 23; Ivii. 11—lx. 10; Ixvin. 31—lIlxix. 22; exliv. 1 ad fin. 
The text of R is Jacobite, but not of the earliest type. Noteworthy 
readings are to be found Ps. xlix. 13; cv. 11; cxxili. 8 where 
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Barhebraeus in each case condemns the reading given; also Ps. li. 6; 
Ixxiv. 13; cxi. 9 where R alone of our MSS supports the editions GL 
(cf. Ixvi. 6) ; and Ps. xlviii. 13; lil. 7 (canna BR; cf. li. 4); xcvi. 12;

Britush Museum Add. 14676, foll. 1—42 (“8S”). 
(Wright, Part 1, page 128.) 


‘Paper...consisting of 42 leaves, nearly every one of which is more 
or less stained and torn....Written in a large Estrangela of the xuth 
century, with numerous. vowel-points, both Syriac and Greek.” It 
contains the Psalms arranged for Divine Service. The end of each 
versicle is marked by one or two large red points, the letters wand o 
not being used. The principal portions missing are: Ps. 1. 1—xxun. 27°; 
xxx. 8b—xlix: 7 > [vii 8— xe ixxiy.. S—Ixxv. Gtmle sili 
Ixxxix. 12; xcvi. 1—civ. 34; cvii. 6 ad jin. S contains but few 
noteworthy readings, but of these one is Wa&za30 Ieacrn in li. 13 
(=C Aph). 


British Museum Add. 14672 (Ges lea) 
(Wright, Part 1, page 136.) 


‘Paper...consisting of 258 leaves, most of which are more or less 
stained and torn. ...written in an inelegant hand of the xiuth or 
xivth century, inclining to the Malkite type.” We may supplement 
Dr Wright’s description by saying that two hands have been employed 
in writing this MS. The first (“T”) which is small and neat may be 
traced from Ps. 1. 6 to Ps. 1. 4 and again from Ps, exix. 1 to Ps. exlvi. 
5. The second hand (“T°”) begins at Ps. 1. 5 and ends at Ps. exvii. 
29. The letters are large and some (e.g. Alaph and final Caph) 
are grotesquely formed. It is doubtless this second hand to which 
Dr Wright intended his epithet ‘“‘inelegant” to apply. Several 
portions of the text are missing, 7.e. Ps. i. 1—5; xxxviil. 16—xxxix. 8; 
Ixvi. 9—Ixviil. 22; xe. 14 (after asam)—xcil. 16; ciii. 9—cv. 8; exlvi. 
6 ad fin. (only an unimportant part of cxlix being preserved). The

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‘whole MS is probably Malkite though a glance at the Apparatus (ef. 
Ps. vi. 7; vil. 9 and 15) shews that it differs not infrequently from 
cod. P which is in a Malkite hand (Wright). In T as in P the Psalms 
are divided into kaficpara, according to the custom of the Greeks. 
Ps. cxix is farced; thus, after ver. 72 we read the triple Sanctus’, the 
Lord’s Prayer, and a zpomdpiov. beginning, “ Behold, the heavenly 
Bridegroom, He cometh at midnight.” 


British Museum Add. 12138, foll. 1b—803b (“X”). 
(Wright, Part 1, pages 101—108.) 


“ Vellum...written in a small, Nestorian character and dated A.GR. 
1210, a.pv. 899. The contents are...a work entitled ‘The Book of the 
Collections of the Vowel-points and Readings, which are in the Holy 
Scriptures.’ It may be not inaptly described as a sort of Syriac 
Massora, exhibiting all the more difficult words and sentences of the 
Biblical text, with the appropriate vowels and signs of punctuation, 
and accompanied by marginal notes, both critical and explanatory ” (so 
far Dr Wright who devotes eight pages to this most interesting MS). 
The Psalms are treated on foll. 124b—143b, between the Books of 
Kings and the Proverbs of Solomon. The work is of considerable use 
for textual purposes, though of course only a very small part of the 
text 1s presented. 


British Museum Add. 12178, foll. 1b—2238a (“Z”). 
(Wright, Part 1, pages 108—111.) 


“Vellum...written in a good, regular character of the 1xth or 
xth century. Greek vowels are added throughout, and also the 
various diacritical marks and signs of punctuation, rukkakh and kush- 
sha being represented by red points of large size. The contents are... 
a work entitled, ‘The Book of the vowel-points of the Holy Scriptures,’ 
similar in its general character to Add. 12138, but much more closely 
resembling Add. 7183.” The Psalms are treated on foll. 56a—67b, 
between the Book of Samuel and the Book of Kings. Variants are

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noticed in the margin from time to time; cf. vii. 8; x. 15 (bis); 
xviii. 5 (with the note dudwa, “and this is right” added to the 
marginal reading); xxi.

Ps. xxvi. 6; xl. 7. A line is sometimes attached to a letter, signifying 
that it must be deleted, eg. to the Alaph of azX ar (ii. 1) and to 
the Waw of ~aa (xlv. 9). This line may be referred either to the 
second thoughts of the original scribe, or to a subsequent corrector. 


Cambridge Unwersity Inbrary, Oo. 1. 22 (“mm”). 


This MS is described in Mr 8S. A. Cook’s Appendix to Dr W. 
Wright’s Catalogue of the Syriac Manuscripts preserved in the 
Inbrary of the University of Cambridge (Camb. 1901), pages 1082—3. 
It is of paper, “written in two Nestorian hands [one larger than the 
other], with points, probably of the xvi, xviith cent.” It contains the 
Psalms, followed by certain Canticles, z.e. the First Song of Moses 
(Exod. xv. 1—21), the Song of Isaiah (Isa. xli. 10—13, xlv. 8), and 
Deut. xxxii. 1—43 divided into two portions as the Second and 
Third Songs of Moses. Certain hymns and the Nicene Creed are also 
added. The text is in some disorder. Some portions are missing : 
Ps, i. 1—ili. 5 (to bas); lx. 1—Ixil. 7 (to ,waX_)!; cil. 8b—ciili. 9a; 
civ. 13 (from sswh)—cy. 3 (palerva). 


§2. OTHER AUTHORITIES FOR THE TEXT. 
(A) Ecclesiastical Writers.

Of these the earliest is Aphrahat (fl. 337—345 a.p.). The edition 
used in this book is The Homilies of Aphraates the Persian Sage, 
edited by W. Wright, Ph.D., LL.D., London and Edinburgh, 1869 
(“Aph”). As an authority for the text of the Peshitta the Sage is 
disappointing. He cites a large number of passages, but very rarely 
supplies textual evidence of any value. In Ps. xxxvii. 35 the form of 
his quotation has been affected directly or indirectly by the LXX. 
Ps, xxii. 23 b he quotes (mediately through Heb. ii. 12) in the form 
whan 7 may>a.

The Discourses of Philoxenus, Bishop of Mabbégh, a.p. 485—519, 
edited by E. A. Wallis Budge, Litt. D., London, 1894} (“Ph”), con- 
tains some valuable textual evidence. The affinity of the text of his 
quotations may be gathered from the following passages, Ps. xxxvili. 9 ; 
xn it oe Obs) wixxtemlo;) Ixxill, 20; Ixxvil. 71; in all of which 
Philoxenus gives, as we should expect, the Jacobite reading. It is a 
pity that the amount of this evidence is not larger.

Under the symbol “ Anon” is cited Hine jakobitische Einleitung in 
den Psalter z. ersten Male herausgegeben ete. von Lic. Dr G. Diettrich, 
Giessen, 1901. The quotations made in this Hinletung are taken 
mainly from the Peshitta, though the body of the work consists of 
extracts translated from the Greek. An interesting variation is cited 
in the Apparatus on Ps. lvi. 11. 

Through this work of Dr Diettrich my attention was called to 
the Commentary of the Jacobite Daniel of Salakh (‘‘ Dan”). Diettrich 
has edited the Discourses (Mém’ré) on the first two Psalms (pages 
130—167). Of these I have made use, and in addition I have occa- 
sionally cited Daniel from Brit. Mus. Add. 17125, eg. in Pss. xlv., 
xlvi. cx. The work of Daniel was known to Barhebraeus and is cited 


by him, eg. on Ps. xlv. 2.

Perhaps the most valuable authority for the text of the Peshitta, 
if we except MSS, is the Ausar Razé of Barhebraeus (1226—1286 
A.D.) edited by Lagarde (Praetermissorum Libri Duo e recognitione P. 
de L., Gottingae, 1879)”. This work is a commentary (to a great 
degree verbal and textual) on almost the whole of the Old and New 
Testaments. The evidence thus presented is indeed late in date, 
but it is full and accurate. Barhebraeus (himself a Jacobite) had a 
minute knowledge of the Nestorian and Jacobite texts of his day, and 
he was not prevented by ecclesiastical prejudice from recording Nestorian

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readings, and (in some cases) preferring them as right. I have found 
only a few instances in which this father’s statement as to the Nestorian 
reading is not fully confirmed by the Nestorian MSS I have myself 
consulted. They may be conveniently collected here. In Ps. xviii. 29 
where the text of Barhebraeus is itself uncertain, Lagarde edits 
dio as the Nestorian reading, putting tose into the margin, but 
the former has no support at all, and the latter is to be preferred 
as Barhebraeus’ reading of the Nestorian text. A third reading however 
tah (CU =O m) is also attested by Nestorian authorities. I have not 
found rlais ._qcasrarva (xxvi. 10) in any Nestorian MS; nor passa 
(xxvii. 8); nor Sse (Ixxxix. 20); nor pmtor\ mhzasa (cv. 42); 
nor e_amdalks (evi. 29)!. In xl. 18 where the Nestorian MSS are 
divided three against one, Barhebraeus (in agreement with Isho-dadh) 
comes to the support of the one. 

In some instances this father describes as ‘“‘ Nestorian” a reading 
which receives considerable support from Jacobite and Nestorian MSS 
alike, @.g.* Ville. 9 ;)xX1G5 ex xe aI XXViekO 7 eXCl. G5 Climedemcxx xi came 
Gxlixae 

In a number of instances in which Barhebraeus makes no mention 
of a variation of reading, the text commented on by him agrees with 
the Nestorian authorities, and differs from the majority of Jacobite 
documents. We may conclude that a considerable Nestorian element 
had intruded itself into Jacobite codices by the beginning of the xmith 
Century.

The Book of Governors: of Thomas bishop of Marga [Nestorian], 
A.D. 840, edited by HE. A. Wallis Budge, Intt. D., London, 1893 
(“TM”) is disappointing as a witness to the text of the Peshitta. 
Thomas cites a good number of passages from the Psalter, but only one 
or two are of any textual interest; see vil. 15; xxix. 9; lxxxix. 2 
(omission of sw aarv); xcvil. 11.

Dr Diettrich has done a further service to the textual criticism of 


the Peshitta by publishing extracts from the Nestorian Isho-dadh’s 
Exposition of the Prophets and the Psalms (“Ish”). Isho-dadh of

Finally, I have occasionally cited Dr W. Wright’s Syriac Apocryphal 
Acts (“Ap A” exy. 7), the same editor’s Joshua the Stylite (“Jos” 
xxxvii. 35), and Dr S. Lee’s Syriac version of the Zheophania of 
Eusebius (“ Eus” lxxx. 2). Ido not however attach importance to 
‘such evidence, for one cannot be satisfied that the version quoted is the 
Peshitta ; the probabilities indeed are against such a belief. 


(B) The Arabic Version. 


The Version referred to is reprinted in the work entitled Psalterrwm 
Iob Proverbia | Arabice | Paulus de Lagarde | Edidit. 1876. It was 
originally printed “in the celebrated cloister (,)<3! Gxt) which 
is in the Wadi Quzhayya in Mount Lebanon the Blessed” in the 
year 1610 under the auspices of Sergius Rizius, Metropolitan (Matran) 
of Damascus. The version agrees in the main with the later Jacobite 
authorities, and is of small critical importance. I have made my 
citations from Lagarde’s edition. 


§3. EDITIONS OF THE PSALMS IN THE PESHITTA 
VERSION.

The Editio Princeps of the Syriac Psalter was printed at Leiden 
in 1625. It bore the title:

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It is a posthumous work, the Dedication by his widow being 
dated m1. Calend. Mart. mp[c]xxv, ue. Feb. 27, 1625. The address to 
the Reader by Erpenius himself states briefly that he had printed the 
Psalms ‘‘ ex duobus antiquissimis Codicibus manuscriptis” and that he 
had not thought good to add vowel points, partly because they could 
be easily supplied by the reader, and partly because his MSS were 
unpointed. Notes on the variations of the Syriac from the Hebrew 
and on difficult words in the Syriac are promised, but a postscript by 
another hand warns us that the writer was prevented by death from 
fulfilling his promise. 

The book contains the hundred and fifty canonical psalms. No 
headings are given beyond the number of each psalm and a statement 
of the number of pethgdmé it contains. Of the two MSS used for this 
edition one cannot be identified, the other is in the Cambridge Univer- 
sity Library (Gg. 6. 30). It is assigned to the xvith Century, and 
may possibly be older, but it certainly does not deserve the title of 
“antiquissimus.” The text of Erpenius however compares favourably 
with that of Gabriel Sionita which appeared in the same year. It 
agrees with Jacobite MSS’, and it is not influenced by the obzter dicta 
of Barhebraeus to the same extent as the Paris text. On the 
other hand a few readings may be due to conjectural emendation. 
Thus in Psalm lix. 13 Erpenius translates, Peccatum ors eorum 
(sunt) verba labioruwm eorum, and the Syriac text seems to read 
yooilaam uu X% (so also in Dathe’s Reprint of Erpenius, 1768, but, as 
far as I know, in no other authority). The MS “Gg. 6. 30” however 
reads .s£\X\s%, and a careful inspection of two different copies of the 
original Erpenius shews that the second Ldmad has been erased with a 
pen-knife. Either Erpenius or one of his fellow-workers made a 
conjectural emendation here; perhaps cxxxviil. 1 supplies another 
instance ®, 

In the present work I have quoted the Editio Princeps from time 
to time under the symbol, # or Hrp. I regret that I did not realise at 
an earlier stage of my work the goodness of this text. 

Erpenius frequently has the better reading in agreement with U 
and against GL. Besides the instances given in the Apparatus others

The edition of Erpenius was reprinted in Germany: Psalteriwm | 
Syriacum | recensuit et Latine vertit | Thomas Erpenius | Notas philo- 
logicas et criticas | addidit | Ioannes Augustus Dathe | Halae | 
MpccLxvilt. Dathe adds various readings taken from the text of the 
London Polyglot and from Thorndyke’s Apparatus Criticus printed in 
vol. vi. of the Polyglot. I have used the labours of Dathe with 
advantage to the present work.

In the same year (1625 A.D.) an edition of the Syriac Psalter was 
published by Gabriel Sionita at Paris, entitled :—

The reference to the Vulgate is followed up in the address Ad 
Lectorem, where the assurance is given: ‘“‘ Haec prima est editio 
[Psalter] Syriaca quae tum ad germanum Psalmorum sensum asse- 
quendum, tum ad Uulgatam plurimis in locis tuendam maximopere 
confert.” The Dedication (to the Archbishop of Corinth) is dated 
“ Lutetiae Parisiorum, 3. Apr. An. Mpc xxv.” There are two columns 
to the page, one containing the Syriac text fully pointed, the other a 
Latin translation of the Syriac. Psalm cli. (‘‘extra numerum”) is 
added immediately after the colophon with the note ‘‘ In Graecis exem- 
plaribus reperitur hic Psalmus cuius meminit & Athanasius in Synopsi.” 

Sionita had access to three MSS, one Nestorian, one Jacobite, and 
one Maronite (Ad Lectorem), but it seems that he made no attempt to 
use them critically. He was satisfied with the Maronite text. He 
writes (zbid.): “ Quamuis linguae Syriacae usus communis sit apud 
distinctas diuersarum religionum nationes, sacrorum tamen uoluminum 
integritas summa semper cum religione seruata est ab omnibus, ita ut 
nulla vel minima discrepantia in eorum lectione depraehendatur.” 
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Nevertheless Sionita gives at the end of the volume-a record headed 
“Uariae Lectiones,” introduced in the following words: “Quamuis 
minima sit haec varietas quam ex tribus diuersis codicibus collegi, operae 
tamen pretium esse duxi eam tibi proponere Lector amice: ttm quia 
Uulgatae editionis fidem saepe commendat, ttm ad eorum eludendas 
criminationes qui hanc meam editionem 4 quibusdam forté exemplaribus 
uspiam differre depraehendentes, infidelitatis aut incuriae accusare me 
potuissent,” etc. The list of variations which follows fills five pages and 
is arranged in two columns headed respectively, ‘In praesenti editione 
sic habetur” and “ In alio codice sic.” The variants are given wherever 
possible in Latin; the total number of Syriac words cited does not 
amount to thirty. 
Sionita’s first variant is :— 


Psal. xxxvii. 21. Justus miseretur & tribuit 
(al. cod.) Miseretur et mutuo dat. 


I have been unable to trace this reading in my MSS except in 9°; 
there may be a confusion with ver. 26. The next three readings, 
XXXVI. 22;. xxxix. 2 (see Additional Readings); xxxix. 4, however, 
have a real existence. Most of the variants which follow are of small 
importance, dealing as they do with the addition or omission of the 
conjunction a, or with the presence or absence of seyame, but about 
a score are of greater interest and have found a place in the Apparatus 
to the present edition. 

Sionita’s services to the Peshitta were very great, for he gave us 
(in the Paris Polyglot) the complete text of the Old Testament pointed, 
but, as his references to the Vulgate shew, he was too timid a man to 
exercise his critical faculty as an editor. 

Sionita’s edition of 1625 is quoted in my Apparatus as G! when it 
is necessary to distinguish it from the reprint (G’) given in the Paris 
Polyglot. | 

Unfortunately it was not the text of Erpenius but that of Sionita 
which was reprinted in the Polyglots of Paris (“G*”) and London 
(‘“W”) and in Lee’s edition of 1823 (‘L”). This is certainly the 
inferior text, as may easily be gathered from the Apparatus given in 
this’ book: see Ps. 117)2:;91.833evil, 459x183 xviledO eevee de 
xix. 4 (where Sionita’s text has been corrupted through the influence 
of Barhebraeus); etc. This inferior text deteriorated somewhat in 
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each succeeding reprint. A few errors were allowed to creep into the 
book of Psalms printed in excellent type in volume viii of the Paris 
Polyglot of 1645. These were left uncorrected in the London Polyglot 
of 1657, and were allowed to pass over into Lee’s edition of the Old 
Testament published in 1823. 

My comparison of G" with G? yields the following results :—

Of these instances (w) certainly, and (b) (d) probably, are mere 
misprints; (c) is an editor's slip; (¢) (f) are intentional (but false) 
corrections, the Latin being altered to agree with them. The list is, 
I hope, complete or nearly so.

On the text given in Walton’s London Polyglot (W) little need be 
said. It is a reprint of that given in the Paris Polyglot (G’), and, as 
far as I am aware, it reproduces faithfully the misprints which dis- 
tinguish G’ from G*. Walton promised to re-edit the text of the 
Peshitta, and an Apparatus Criticus to the Old Testament (in- 
cluding the Apocrypha), and also to the New Testament was drawn up 
by Herbert Thorndyke and printed in vol. vi of the Polyglot, but 
the text was left unchanged. Thorndyke’s work is inaccurate and 
incomplete (as Samuel Lee complained in 1821), but the non-fulfilment 
of Walton’s promise is nevertheless to be regretted, for a scholarly use 
of even such an Apparatus would have given the world an edition of 
the Peshitta better than Lee’s own more than a hundred and fifty 
years before the time of Lee. 
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IV. 


The Psalter contained in Lee’s edition of the Old Testament of 1823 
is, like the rest of the books, taken from the London Polyglot of 1657, 2.¢. 
ultimately from Gabriel Sionita, with a few changes and a few misprints. 
The text is given without vowel points. The Apocryphal Psalm (cli.) 
given in part of the impression was subsequently cancelled. The state- 
ment on the title-page, Ad fidem Codicum MSS emendavit S. Lee, A.M. 
should not be taken very seriously. A large number of readings which 
are almost entirely destitute of support from the older MSS are taken 
over uncorrected from the Polyglots?; ef. *iv. 5; v. 4 (tae> G*); Le.

Instances of Lee’s variations from the Polyglots are to be found 
xliii.

The book of Psalms included in the edition of the Peshitta Old 
Testament published in 1852 at Urumia (Persia) by. the American 
Missionaries (“‘U*”’) is a genuine Nestorian text of great value. Herein 
it differs altogether from the book of Chronicles which I was obliged 
to describe (An Apparatus Criticus to Chronicles in the Peshitta 
Version, Cambridge, 1897, page xv) as a reproduction of Lee’s edition 
“in Nestorian characters with Nestorian vowels and with improved spell- 
ings.” The book of Chronicles was not well known among the Nestorians, 
perhaps was not regarded as Canonical, and such a MS as “Sachau 
90” of the Berlin Royal Library which contains it, though itself 
Nestorian is probably of Jacobite ancestry. But it is otherwise with 
the Psalms. Nestorian Psalters, though not so common in Europe as 
Jacobite, are found not unfrequently, and the text which the Americans

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printed agrees very well with the Nestorian MSS which are found 
in the British Museum and at Cambridge. A short study of the 
Apparatus given in this book makes this fact abundantly clear. 

Of course U* is not free from faults. There seems to be no MS 
support for the reading razia (with Dalath) in ii. 3, and asian (for 
riod) in li. 21° seems to be a mere late ecclesiastical gloss, though sup- 
ported by codex m. Misprints or slips occur xliv. 15 [17] (7220 =a); 
lv. 10 [11] (Rtazx\ and mlas). But the text of the Psalter is as a 
whole excellent, in spite of the fact that this is an Editio Princeps, pro- 
duced by a man who was far removed from access to European Libraries.

and \.yes (passim) are retained. The value of this book lies chiefly (if 
not wholly) in eight pages of the Introduction (xxxiv—xlu) in which 
a comparison is made between the “ Jacobite” and “Chaldean” texts. 
The Bishop’s own text is ‘corrected’ from the Hebrew, and is so far 
untrustworthy. Thus in Ps. i. 11b for whsdhics ,;mauarsara (the 
Peshitta text) Bp. David reads Wdudht> anasa translating afresh from 
the original. In Ixxxvi. 2 for dur’ aks (Peshitta) Bp. David reads 
min als (again from the Hebrew). Other corrections are to be 
TOUT rex iy eo el xve lO -alexy: 4¢oxciv.1193"cexix: 1381. 

It is presumably a reprint of this Psalter which is given in the great 
Syriac Bible in three volumes published at Mosul in 1887—1891, but 
this book I have not been able to examine.

The Psalter printed at the end of the Breviariwm Chaldaicum 
published at Paris in 1886-7 (‘‘C’”) is reproduced in the Nestorian 
character, and gives a genuine Nestorian text (see the Tentative List 
of Nestorian Readings on pages xxxvii ff.). I have noticed’ only two

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instances in which C differs from U*. These are (1) Ps. li. 21 
where C reads Xiah with KLNO m™, while U* read castas with 
m*, and (2) Ixxi. 16 where Whansay is read by C against U* and

The Psalter dated ‘“‘Urmi. At the Press of the Archbishop .of 
Canterbury’s Mission. 1891” (“ U°”) is probably not independent of 
the Psalter contained in the Old Testament published by the American 
Missionaries at the same place, but it is in any case not a mere reprint 
of it. In some passages it offers a more accurate text ; in others it has 
a more modern spelling of its own. Variations between the two 
editions occur Ps. xvii. 11; xxv. 5; xxxill. 6 and 19; xlviii. 9; lxvu.

1; exliv. 6b (om U*; hab U*). Moreover the headings prefixed to 
the Psalms do not completely coincide. Lastly U° is a true Psalter, 
and the Psalms are farced. In the passages quoted above U° seems 
to have the better reading quite as frequently as U*. The point on 
which the Canterbury Psalter is most open to criticism is its admission 
of modern spellings, specially of otiose Yud at the end of the Perfect 
3-pl. fem. 


§4. ON THE HISTORY OF THE TEXT OF THE 
PESHITTA VERSION OF THE PSALTER. 


This subject is one of great difficulty, and the time has not yet come 
for even an outline of the History to be written. What is here given is 
given by way of suggestion only. A few disjointed facts are all that 
we have at present to go upon, and these facts may be EN 
combined and differently interpreted. 

(I) The first fact to be considered is that the text of the Psalms. 
found in our earliest documents is of such a kind as to invite revision. 
It is not homogeneous. The earliest MSS (those belonging to the 
Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth Centuries) exhibit a text which is not a

simple translation from the Hebrew but a translation which bears upon 
it the marks of the influence of the Septuagint’. 

It is obvious that scribes who were imbued with an exaggerated 
idea of the authority of the Septuagint would seek to emend such a 
text into closer agreement with the Greek version.” Indeed it was 
believed that the Peshitta was itself translated “from the Greek?,” and 
the readings of “the Greek” (Yawnaya) are added in the margin of 
codd. BE, and occasionally in that of cod. F. The means were at hand, 
and the temptation was strong to conform the text of the Peshitta to 
Riageotetnonmeptuasint 1 Clall 12; xxxix. 4153 x17 3113, 16.and 
17; xxiv. 12. One caution however must be given. In the case of 
- passages quoted in the New Testament, Greek influence may have 
been exerted mediately through this channel, and not directly through 
the Syro-Hexaplar’. 

(II) A second fact to be borne in mind is that only three of the 
MSS which contain the Psalms (viz. ABF) contain other books of the 
Bible as well. The rest of our MSS are Psalters, 7.e. Hymn Books or 
Praise Books for Divine Service. The Jacobite codd. COEGHJQ, and 
the Nestorian KLN contain various Canticles, while CDOEJLQ m 
contain also the Nicene Creed, and even in cod. F (a MS which pre- 
sumably was intended to contain the whole of the Old Testament) the 
book of Psalms is followed by certain Canticles and by the Nicene 
Creed. Codd. OPRT are incomplete at the end; but PT are arranged as 
Service Books: indeed it is not improbable that all four MSS originally 
corresponded generally in their contents with codd. COEGHJKLNQ 
m. We have therefore to deal in the Psalter with a text which was 
specially transcribed for ecclesiastical use, and accordingly we must not 
be surprised, if we find it coloured by ecclesiastical phraseology. The 
proof which can be offered here to shew that this was the fact is 
slight, but significant. In Psalm li. 20 for age es othr]

In any case the text of the Psalter was open to influences arising from 
the fact that it was used as a Service Book. 

(III) The third fact bearing on the history of the Peshitta is that 
the MSS which we possess belong to three (if not four) families. A 
Jacobite, a Nestorian, and (perhaps) a Malkite group can be recognised 
without serious difficulty. A doubt remains whether there was a fourth 
group, a family which might be called ‘ Hebraic,’ as being more closely 
in agreement with the Hebrew Massoretic text. The MS which 
may be the representative of such a group is F, and while that 
MS remains alone, it is permissible to suppose that there never was a 
genuine text of the Peshitta of such a kind, but only a solitary codex 
due to some scholar whose work, being in private, had no influence on 
the text of the Bible received in the Church. 

But the question, Were there four groups or only three, is com- 
paratively unimportant and remote. The serious question of criticism 
is raised by the existence of two groups of MSS, to which the names 
respectively of Nestorian and Early Jacobite may be justly applied. 
The boundary is indeed ill-defined, but the existence of the groups cannot 
be denied. Is it possible, as Dr A. Rahlfs suggested (Zertschrift fiir 
die alttestamentliche Wissenschaft, 1889, page 165), by applying 
criticism to the text of these two groups to reach a text which presum- 
ably was common to the Syrians both of the East and of the West 
before 483-4 a.pD., the date of the Synod of Beth Lapat ? » 

Before answering this question an attempt must be made to remove 
some initial difficulties. It is not possible to accept, at any rate in 
the case of the Psalter, the principle laid down by Rahlfs (supra) 
that the theory of any mutual influence between Eastern and Western 
MSS may be practically excluded (‘‘so gut wie ausgeschlossen”) owing 
to the hostility which existed between the Nestorians and the Jacobites. , 
We cannot say that we have an unmixed Western text to compare 
with an unmixed Eastern. Certainly our Western MSS shew signs of 
Eastern influence. The most ancient of them, C, which is marked by 
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its orthography as Western, was collated and corrected in 600 A.D. 
(perhaps the year in which it was finished) by two monks from the 
Convent. of the Orientals at Edessa from a copy belonging to the same 
convent. We cannot therefore decide whether C in giving support to 
such readings as hash (vill. 7) or oles mial (xxxvi. 7 C!"4) is 
to be reckoned as an Eastern or as a Western authority. Codex E 
again (written at Edessa in 873-4 a.p.) must be generally described as 
Jacobite or Western, yet it contains distinct traces of Eastern influence. 
Thus, though it usually has the form dash, yet in xvill. 39; xvii. 4 
we find dash, which occurs regularly in the Nestorian Psalter. 
Similarly, though E sometimes uses the prosthetic Alaph in agreement 
with early Western MSS, at other times it drops it in agreement with 
KLNO m. Further we may believe that the later Jacobite MSS 
accepted a number of Nestorian readings with or without the recom- 
mendation of Barhebraeus, who after recording an Eastern variation 
sometimes adds, ‘‘and this is right” (dada). Hence we find in Lee 
(nominally a Jacobite text) a sprinkling of readings not supported 
by the earlier Jacobite MSS and manifestly of Nestorian origin; cf. 
vii. 15; x. 15 (bis); xu. 9; etc. Our general conclusion must be that 
a considerable amount of mixture of texts has occurred, and that it is 
often difficult to draw the line between the true Eastern text, and the 
older text common to both East and West. Accordingly the following 
list of readings characteristic of the Nestorian text is to be regarded as 
tentative. Probably but few distinctively Eastern readings are omitted 
from it, but on the other hand several of the readings which are 
included may belong to the more ancient (prae-Nestorian and prae- 
Jacobite) text.

THe MALKIre Text, 


Two MSS are described by Wright (on pages 128, 136 respectively) 
as ‘in a good Malkite hand of the xuth cent.” (“P”) and as “in an 
inelegant hand of the x1mth or xivth cent. inclining to the Malkite 
type” (“T”). Of these two P most unfortunately contains nothing of 
any Psalm beyond Ps. xl. An exhaustive comparison between the two 
MSS is therefore impossible. We cannot speak with confidence of a 
“ Malkite group.” Such a comparison as is possible yields three results 
which are not of a truly decisive character. We find then first that 
while the two MSS differ in a considerable number of places, there 
is a common element between them which affords some justification 
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(though not complete justification) for speaking of them as a group. 
Perhaps this common element would be more conspicuous if both MSS 
were not written with so marked carelessness. 

Secondly we find that PT, when there is a division among the 
authorities, agree sometimes with the Jacobite, and sometimes with 


the Nestorian MSS. 
The following passages illustrate these two results :

Thirdly we find T (where it disagrees with P or where P is no 
longer extant) frequently exhibiting Nestorian readings (see the Tenta- 
tive List on pages xxxvii ff.), but on the other hand sometimes in 
striking agreement with the Jacobite text. 

The character of the Malkite text (if we may speak of such a thing) 
should be considered in connexion with the provenance of the two MSS 
PT. Unfortunately we have no colophon in either case to tell us this. 
We know however that the Convent of Mar Ela in the province of 
Seleucia near Antioch of Syria was one centre for the writing of Malkite 
MSS (Wright, Catalogue, Part i, page 198), while the convent of 
S. Mary Dewparau on the river ~ ahaa near Tripolis in the province 
of Damascus was another (zbid. page 320). The political relations of 
the Malkites would naturally lead us to look for their settlements in 
Northern and Western Syria. The probabilities then suggest that PT 
are Western MSS, and their agreement with Nestorian authorities in 
many critical passages challenges explanations But the explanation is 
perhaps not far to seek. It lies, I believe, in the truth of a supposition 
which Dr Rahlfs would repudiate. There never was a time (so it seems 
to me) since the writing of our earliest MSS at which the Nestorian 
text did not exercise its influence upon Western MSS. ‘The history of 
the Peshitta is a history of never ceasing admixture of texts. 
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It is just this admixture of Eastern and Western readings in our 
MSS, in other words, the partial obliteration of the boundary between 
the two chief groups of MSS of the Peshitta, which is the first great 
difficulty that confronts us, when we try to reach the text which lies 
behind both the Nestorian and the Jacobite. This difficulty however 
may be reduced within narrower limits by a careful study of each MS 
in its graphical details and in the special character of its text. Thus 
when the Nestorian MS L gives (over an erasure) the reading &sc.a 
in lxviii. 19, we abstain from crediting this reading with Nestorian 
support, partly because we can point to traces of Jacobite revision in 
this MS, partly because all other Nestorian authorities (so far as I am 
aware) read &>m30. The second great difficulty in re-constructing 
the older text lies in the intrusion into our MSS of readings derived 
from the Septuagint, and in particular from the Syro-Hexaplar version. 
Thus, when we find in the passage referred to above (Ixviil. 19) that the 
Nestorian reading &swsa is (but for the conjunction a) identical with 
that of the Syro-Hexaplar, we have to consider the possibility that the 
Nestorian MSS may have exchanged the reading of the Peshitta for 
that of the Yaundyd’. A third and less important difficulty in the 
execution of our task arises from the probability that in some of the 
cases in which the Psalms are quoted in the New Testament readings 
from the New Testament either in the Peshitta or Harkleian version 
have affected the readings of MSS of the Psalms. Thus, to take an 
example from the passage twice quoted above, some doubt is thrown on 
the originality of the Jacobite reading d.smsa by the fact that Ps. Ixviii. 
19 is quoted or adapted in Ephes. iv. 8 in the form [~hsmds] sca. 

Ps. lxviii. 19 illustrates very aptly the difficulties of an Editor of 
the Peshitta. If, to gain a preliminary view of the evidence, we omit 
that of codex F in the face of the high probability that here (as in Ixix. 
11 al.) the text has been conformed to the Hebrew, if further we 
disregard codices JL, the original reading of which is lost, we have to 
choose between a reading supported by purely Nestorian authorities 
(KNO m), &5a3a, and one supported by evidence which is purely 

1 Or again this reading may have come from the Septuagint itself through Theodore, the prince 


of Interpreters among the Nestorians. The Syriac version of his Commentary paraphrases the passage 
thus :

(Diettrich, Iso‘-dddh, page 124), 
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Jacobite, Aomsa. (The Malkite MS, T”, is defective.) Thus offered 
the choice is very difficult to make, but seeing that none of the Nestorian 
authorities in this case approach the Jacobite MSS, A and ©, in age, 
the evidence may be said to incline slightly in favour of the Jacobite 
reading &omsa. When we consider: the respective probabilities that 
either the Syro-Hexaplar, or the Syriac New Testament, exerted its 
influence on the original text of the Peshitta, we shall decide that 
the balance inclines further in the same direction. The influence of the 
Yaundyd in other passages of the Psalter is an established fact, the 
influence of the New Testament is only a probable inference ; it is more 
reasonable indeed to suppose that the Nestorian &sa-10 is due to the 
Syro-Hexaplar than that the Jacobite &so.a is due to the Peshitta 
rendering of Ephes. iv. 8. There is moreover nothing intrinsically 


improbable in é&-50a.0 as a rendering of the Hebrew rnp», even if the 
original translators of the Peshitta were Jews. ‘Thou gavest” is the 
rendering of the Targum, a rendering fully in agreement with the Jewish 
interpretative tendency to which Tikkun Sophervm was due. God does 
not “receive”; He gives! 

The foregoing discussion suggests the main principles which should 
guide an Editor of the Peshitta Psalter in his choice of readings : 

I. Agreement with the Hebrew is not to be reckoned as against 
the originality of a reading, except in the case of those variants which 
are peculiar to codex F. 

II. On the other hand agreement with the Septuagint is to be 
counted as a general rule against a reading. 

III. Verbal agreement with the Syro-Hexaplar tells heavily 
against a variant; cf. ii. 12; xl 7; lxxiv. 12; cxix. 176; etc. 

IV. A reading supported by the Nestorian group KLNOX m 
(or by as many of these as are available) and also by one or more of the 
earlier Jacobite MSS is usually to be accepted, unless it be identical 
with the reading of the Syro-Hexaplar ; thus in xxxix. 3 dasde< (cum 
EJKLNOPX m §) would have to be preferred to aAnhe (cum 
ABCDFHQ™"RZ Ph®”) but for the strong probability that it has been 
introduced from & into MSS of the Peshitta’. 

V. Agreement with the New Testament is to be counted as a

xxi. 42 into GZ, not into the best MSS). 


§5. THE PRESENT EDITION. 


I have not attempted in this work to give a collation of all the 
existing MSS of the Peshitta Psalter, nor indeed of all the MSS which 
are within my reach. Of the six Psalters in the Cambridge University 
Library I have regularly cited only one, namely, that which appeared 
to me to be the earliest of the Nestorian MSS. In Dr Wright’s British 
Museum Catalogue there are fifty-one entries under the head of Psalters, 
thirteen of them relating to small fragments (one to five leaves) ; of the 
thirty-eight which remain fifteen are represented by full collations, and 
four by occasional references. So great indeed is the mass of material 
that a selection had to be made. I singled out first Jacobite MSS not 
later in date than the xth century ; B was added to the list for its own 
interest as a pandect, and S because I found an interesting reading in 
it at an early stage of my work. To these four MSS (KLNO) of the 
xith and xith centuries and one MS (m) of the xvith or xvuth are 
added as the best representatives of the Nestorian text known to me. 
Two MSS, namely P of the x1tth and T of the x1vth century are 
collated throughout, because they belong apparently to the Malkite 
tradition. The Jacobite and Nestorian Massora are represented respec- 
tively by Z (of the 1xth or xth century) and by X (dated 899 a.p.). 
The selection thus made is, I hope, representative. 

As a matter of precaution in order to guard to some degree against 
the danger of omitting some important and easily accessible MS I 
examined in a few test places also the following :—Brit. Mus. Add. 
17112 (“a,” xth or xith cent.), Add. 17220 (“8,” xzth cent.), Add. 
17266 (“‘y,” xith cent.), and Add. 17268 (8,” also xiith cent.). A 
few specimen readings may be given here :-—

My general impression of these four MSS is that their testimony 
adds nothing to that of the MSS which I collated throughout. 

When my work on the Peshitta Psalms began seven years ago, I 
believed that it would be possible to construct on the combined evidence 
of Eastern and Western authorities a text which would prove to be 
older than the division between the Eastern and Western texts. Three 
years ago I began to print my text on this supposition. I doubt now 
whether the attempt was wise. Accordingly I have fallen back on the 
easier task of attempting to restore in some measure the early Western 
text, while reserving the Eastern readings for the Apparatus Criticus. 
My text has been printed from Dr Nestle’s edition of the codex 
Ambrosianus printed in his Psaltervum Tetraglottum. I have however 
corrected this text by introducing readings from other early West 
Syrian MSS. I have further departed from Dr Nestle’s edition by 
dropping most of the diacritical points with which it is furnished. 
These points fix the sense of many passages more strictly than they 
should ; they enter more deeply into the work of interpretation than 
is suitable in a merely critical edition which aims at giving only the 
consonantal text. I have been sparing in the use of seyame, though 
I have allowed them to stand in Ps. xxiii. 5; lxxvili. 19 in deference 
to authority which seemed to me overwhelming. In no case however 
have I allowed the vocative points to stand, and certainly not in xlv. 
2, though Barhebraeus (supported by the Nestorian MSS OX) would 
read “‘ya\ sre, “ Pour forth, O my heart.” | 
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This work being intended primarily for the student of the Hebrew 
Bible follows the Massoretic Text in numbering Psalms and verses of 
Psalms. 

It is hoped that the Reader will forgive the length of the list of 
Addenda and Corrigenda. This book has been in the Press for three 
years, and many new textual details have come to the Editor's know- 
ledge during the time. 


ORTHOGRAPHY. 


As my object has been to restore in this edition as far as possible 
the early West Syrian text I have endeavoured to follow the spelling 
of the MSS ACEF which seem to me its best representatives. The 
task is not always easy. The MSS (within certain limits) disagree 
with one another and in different passages the same MS is inconsistent 
with itself. Several reasons may be given to account for these pheno- 
mena. In the first place Syriac can be written like other Semitic 
languages in consonants only; vowels or consonants used to represent 
vowels are luxuries which may be used or not according to individual 
taste. Thus the word Ddwoénd (or Dawwdnd) ‘‘ wretchedness ” may be 
said to be correctly spelt, if the four consonants are represented, and 
the word is written riasx, as in cvil. 39 (E). But in one place (cxvi. 3) 
A has araor’x which yields the full spelling Dawwdnd. The 
first Alaph is also given by C which usually writes aars. H some- 
times has the same form. The second Alaph is found in MSS sporadically, 
e.g. in Xxxi. 11 (D eaean) and in xciv. 17 (F rarvaaa). 

The Nestorian MSS (generally supported by EF and other West 


Syrian authorities) seem to write invariably saan which is pointed 


msaazx in Nestorian Psalters': The late West Syrians read it perhaps 
Diiwono (see Néldeke, Gram. § 128 B). I have given sams as pre- 
serving the earlier West Syrian pronunciation, but had the MS support 
been greater, I should have preferred saz. 

In general agreement with ACF and with occasional support from 
E I have introduced “prosthetic” Aldaph in several cases in which 
it is missing from the earlier editions. Thus wWaslXs is given 
in cxix. 83, and should appear (vide Corrigenda) in Ixxvill. 47; and 
eaalX eva is written in cxlvii. 16 (cf. ver. 17). In exliv. 14 I give

The Alaph found in the earlier editions as a mater lectionis is 
omitted in this edition, whether it represents (a) Pethaha as in rsa, 
(GL, not Erp. ) Ixxxviiil. 9 and in MAMA, (GL, not Erp.) cxxxiii. 3, or 
(b) Zeqafa as in prem (GL; ,tses Hrp.) lx. 10 and in adlase 
(Erp., not GL) xx. 7, or (c) Hebhasa as in Wirt> vii. 16 and in 
Auswhs (GL; Morehs Erp.) xviii. 16. I have also rejected the second 
Alaph in crr\ms (Ixxxix. 12, Erp. GL) and in keisha (GL, 
not Erp.) exxxv. 141. Aphel forms yortsy (Erp. GL) xxxvi. 5; 
alsa (Erp. GL) xii. 3 are replaced in this edition on overwhelming 
authority, both West Syrian and Nestorian, by the forms xrass and 
are\ia. 

Many fluctuations in spelling are connected with the letter a. In 
two cases I have not attempted to reduce irregularity to order. The 
earliest MSS frequently (but by no means regularly) exhibit the forms 
Nas and Sa\=. These forms become rarer in MSS of the Eighth and 
Ninth Centuries ; they disappear (I believe) from MSS later than the 
Twelfth Century. In this edition Ma and Sas, and A\=a and Salm 
are printed indifferently without any attempt to reduce the spelling of 
codex A to uniformity. 

On the other hand the superfluous a is rejected in forms such as 
waaryex (Lrp. L(G »saaye7 |) xxil. 8, saariw ((7L, not Hp.) xxv. 
19, and maartss (GL; maass Lp.) liv. 5. Moreover the quiescent a 
affixed to the Peal inf. aznssa\ (GL, not Erp.) cix. 16 is discarded as 
wholly without support from the MSS used in this edition. 

The letter Yud also gives trouble in matters of spelling. Incon- 
sistency in the spelling of the word x% (x1) “head” is to be noted in 
the MSS and in this edition. I cannot decide from an inspection of 
codex C whether a Yud is to be read or not to be read in xxii. 8. In 
exxxvil. 6; cxl. 10 the Yud seems to be absent in C. On the other 
hand AF read Yud regularly in the word, and probably it would have 
been better to give the fuller form in this edition. The form without 
Yud is used by the Nestorians. Yud is however to be rejected 
without hesitation in mdhsas (Lrp. GL) vil. 17 and in whsisa

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(Erp. GL) xviii. 22. In some-instances Yud appears to be merely 
graphic, 7.e. it marks the fact that a word ends in a consonant. Thus 
in l. 1 ,mlw is merely a different way of writing min; it is not a 
real variant. Similarly in civ. 4 ,ta3 in A does not differ except 
graphically from yas which is found in the bulk of the MSS. Perhaps 
the case is the same with the variant »=w (for sor’) xlv. 2, which 
~ appears in B“4N, otherwise we must suppose that the scribe of each MS 
took yal as a fem., ‘ Well forth, O my heart’ (cf. Barhebr. zn loco). 

The otiose Yud attached to the 3. f. pl. Perf is certainly a late feature 
in MSS and should be dropped in all critical editions. Specimens of 
the evidence on this point are given Ixvili. 11; xe. 9. 

Still less defensible is the otiose Yud attached to the 3. f. s. Impf, 
eg. srarch (GL, not Erp.) i. 6; staXh (GL, not Hrp.) vi. 10; 
Hae (GL, not Erp.) x. 17. 

In the case of two words sometimes spelt with double Lamad the 
MSS differ. In walle (GL, not Erp.) xxix. 9, all the MSS I have 
consulted omit the second Zamad. In walls (Zrp. GL) cxliv. 12 on 
the contrary the MSS are divided. I retain the second Ldmad however 
on the authority of ACDE. 


A few Syriac words remain, the exact form of which is somewhat 
difficult to determine. 

(a) The forms Saptasrw and Lijwse are freely interchanged in 
. good West Syrian MSS and no attempt has been made in this edition 
to decide between the two. On the other hand in editions of the 
Nestorian Psalter \.to. is rightly given on the authority of the 
Nestorian MSS. (In K however in Ixviii. 35 Aurtaartda is written.) 

(b) rtsaan (r3arx) has already been discussed (page xlvi), but a 
word of similar form raaak (iach) needs consideration. In this case 
what may be called the rudimentary form 7.¢e. sak is well supported 
by West Syrian and Nestorian authority, z.e. in ev. 30 by CEHLN 
and in exliv. 13 by CEFKLT“? m. <A second Waw is added in 
some good Western authorities 7.e. in cv. 30 by ABFGQS, and in exliv. 
13 by ABDHQ. We may take this second Waw as evidence that the 
Jacobites read the word Tawwdnd, while the Nestorians read Tawdnd, 
but the word is better written riah. 

(c) There is no uniformity in the MSS with regard to the use of 
méiaca or aco and I have not attempted to introduce it into this edition. 
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At first it seemed to me that the longer form should always be given in 
an edition which claimed to give an early West Syrian text. But 
I find that the facts are against this view. Codd. ACEF alternate 
between the two forms, sm in C being sometimes due to the first hand 
and sometimes to the second. 

(d) For the first person plural Personal Pronoun ,i» is always 
given, but not seldom contrary to the evidence of our best MS. C 
(alone as far as I can discover) frequently has the form pasar’; xx. 8, 9; 
come eee exviuMlmelxcvun 7 cio (Dis) - CxVplOsacaxiv.17, etc.) (Cf. 
Pusey and Gwilliam, Tetraeuangelium, page 132, note on 8. Matt. xxi. 
26, and Budge, Philowenus, vol. i. page 3, Note 4.) F on the other 
hand frequently has a prosthetic Alaph, sume; eg. c. 3 (br). 

(ec) The preposition dasdh (gush) used without any affix offers some 
difficulties. At the end of some Nestorian MSS (Brit. Mus. 7156 Rich ; 
Brit. Mus. Add. 15443) and also in the Urmi edition (U*), page 181, and 
in the Breviarium Chaldaicum, Part iii, page 331%, there is a Massoretic 
note stating the number of times which certain words occur in the 
Syriac Psalter. Part of this note is as follows: + dasd ssana duis ara 


~jasdlh [al. xsarn] sears hash + hav rales duals isan 
“And know that dash does not occur in David (i.e. in the Psalter), 


even as hawdh does not occur in the Apostle (z.e. in the Epistles). 
hash occurs in David thirteen times.” This statement is curiously 
meagre. With a few exceptions to be given presently it may be 
asserted that hash ts a peculiarity of the Nestorian Psalter. It occurs 
in the following eight® passages: vill. 7; x. 7; xvill. 10 and 39; xlvi. 4; 
xci. 4; evi. 42; cxl. 4. In all these passages there is but one instance 
of the occurrence of dash in any one of the Nestorian MSS which I 
have consulted (KLNOX m); the Massoretic codex X, which reads 


dash in vill. 7 and hasta in xci. 4, reads in cxl. 4 Ranh? Bar- 


hebraeus (on Ps. viii. 7; xci. 4) writes “ hash” ars talc, “The 
Nestorians read hash.” 

On the other hand three Western MSS (and three only) occasionally 
give hash. A has this form in xlvii. 4 and evi. 42, but dasd in

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the other six places. E has hash in xviii. 39; xlvil. 4, dash in 
four passages, and in the two remaining passages (x. 7; xvill. 10) Yad 
is written over an erasure. Of C it is difficult to speak with confi- 
dence, since in this MS the word always has the appearance of being 
tampered with, perhaps twice tampered with. I believe however that 
I am right in giving hash as the reading of C in vii. 7. 

Outside the Psalter I can find hardly any trace of d&ass&h in Classical 
Syriac whether in Nestorian or non-Nestorian MSS. The Nestorian 
codices which I have been able to consult have d&asdh in Exod. xxiv. 10; 
Deut..ii, 25% iv, 19> Jud uiss0eieSamexx. 9 ViKinsive2beaveos 
Is. x. 4; Dan. ix. 12. Codex A agrees with them. The earliest dated 
Pentateuch (Brit. Mus. Add. 14425, written at Amid in 464 a.p.) 
agrees in Exod. xxiv. 10; Deut. 11.25; iv. 19. In the Bible of Urumia 
(Old and New Testaments) I can find no instance of dash outside the 
Psalter. On the other hand in the Sinai Palimpsest of the Gospels 
(Luke vii. 8) we have j,rar dash dara wallar hash with the 
two forms side by side!. Elsewhere tush is the reading of the 
Palimpsest. Payne-Smith cites two instances of dAvasd&h from Nestorian 
documents, and adds that the phrase cusaz hash occurs in bH, 
'Chron., passim. 

In the present edition I have given the form with Waw uniformly, 
but on reviewing the evidence I am not satisfied that it is sufficient to 
establish hasdh as the reading of the early Western text. In the so- 
called Modern Syriac hash is the usual form. 


§6a. HEADINGS PREFIXED TO THE PSALTER. 


The titles given to the Psalter in different MSS vary greatly, 
though they seem to group themselves roughly according to three 
groups of MSS wiz. Early Jacobite, Nestorian, and Later Jacobite. The 
short title of the Psalter according to the earlier Jacobite MSS 
(ACEFHR) is certainly sans WhsSrh “The Hymns (or Praises) of 
David.” as0xn WhwSzrh is found also in the headings to Bks. i. 
and v. in B (later Jacobite) and in the colophons to K (Nestorian) 
and to DHJQ (Jacobite). In the works of Aphrahat (fl. 337-345 
A.D.) the Psalter is usually quoted with the simple formula ssa1 tar

riamim (page 375). The evidence of Nestorian MSS of the Psalter 
is defective, KN m being mutilated at the beginning, and O both at 
the beginning and the end. The title ssanx (mda) Khia is 
however found in both the Inscription and Subscription of L and in 
the Subscription of Nm. Codex X (Nestorian Massoretic) has Woda 
tamer, with which the Editions U* and U* agree in their Inscrip- 
tions, but U* adds a colophon s2ax rasals whic wher amis. 
The colophon to Barhebraeus, Ausar Razé, is rsan1 Siamim aziz. 
In the two later Jacobite MSS BJ the inscription is Miamyaar Soha, 
and the colophon of E (fol. 147a) and apparently that of G (erased, 
but not with complete success) use the same term. It is also the 
title found in the Syro-Hexaplar (ed. Ceriani, Milan, 1874), and in 
the New Testament (Luke xx. 42, Pesh, also Cur; cf. Sin). In Acts 
1. 20 the Peshitta has Wtamims <tAem, and in Luke xxiv. 44 Wtjamym 
in agreement with Sin, Cur being defective. 

Thus the characteristic title of the Psalms according to early Jacobite 
authority seems to have been asanx KWhwaxdh. The Nestorians used 
either xsann rdhtasar or warn tas (X) or sors Whwdrd (K). 
The later Jacobites (influenced perhaps by the New Testament or by 
the Syro-Hexaplar) wrote cjamyaa Soha without altogether for- 
getting the older title ssa11 cdhsdxh (cf. B). 

The longer title according to the earlier Jacobite MSS may be given 
from A with variants recorded :—

There is great diversity among the different MSS in the titles 
prefixed to separate Psalms, far more diversity indeed than in the text 
itself. Ihave therefore excluded variations affecting these titles from 
the Apparatus Criticus given in this book. In order, however, to 
illustrate the diversity the headings of a few selected Psalms are given 
in this Introduction.
